AUSTIN, Nov. 8.—(IP}—A

plan of co-operation between rail- 
roads and truck companies with 
far reaching benefits 
to 
each 


type of carrier may result from 
an Important survey of the costs 
of such transportation just com- 
pleted by the railroad commis- 
sion. 


The survey disclosed that for 


the six months 
period 
ending 


June 30, 1934, the average cost 
of operations to truck companies 
was 14.405 cents per truck mile. 
It was made over representative 
lines between the principal cities 
of Texas. 


"This survey has Interesting in-

Thompson, a member of the com- 
mission. "It 
seems 
reasonable 


that a plan, based on this new 
information 
could 
be

whereby both railroads and truck 
companies

vide for the transportation

trucks,

or unloaded, by 


the 
railroads 
on 
long 
hauls,

las, under the proposed plan it 
would run the truck on a flat 
car, 
the railroad would deliver 


the truck In Dallas, 
and

final destination. 


In some sources it has been 
estimated 
that 
railroads 
could 


transport such trucks profitably 
for 10 cents a mile. 
On that 


estimate, trucking companies, on 
an average, could 
save 
about 


four cents 
a mile by utilizing 


the railroads to move their trucks 
on long hauls, and the railroads 
would get the new business and 
revenue. 


"It seems worthy of thought," 


said Thompson. "Really 
it

Tuesday's balloting give Nice a 
plurality of 5.569 out of approxim- 
ately half million vote.. 


Returns received yesterday had 


Ritchie In the lead and afternoon 
newspapers announced the demo- 
cratic governor had been re-elect- 
ed to a fifth term. Then the lead 
dwindled rapidly and on the re- 
port of 15 precincts from Freder- 
ick county Nice jumped into the 
lead. 


From that point forward Nice 


gained steadily, but it was this 
morning before the 
majority of 


democratic leaders confessed de- 
feat—as far as Ritchie waa con- 
cerned.

canism, has gone definitely democratic. • 


Returns from yesterday's national elections, in which 


the democrats generally triumphed overwhelmingly, 
showed that Joseph F. Guffey, Pittsburgh oil man, had 
been sent to the senate by Pennsylvania, and George 
H, Eairle, former minister to Austria, had been selected 
as governor. 


Guffey replaces the veteran David A. Reed, spok- 


esman for the Conservatives, Earle succeeds Gifford 
Pinchot, Independent Republican, who ,was eliminated 
in the primaries. 


Throughout the nation, the dem-' 


ocrats elected 24 senators—wrest- 
ing nine senate seats from repub- 
licans—to give them a two-thirds 
senate majority for the first time 
aince 
pre-civil war 
days, with 


four contests still unsettled. 


They also had named 241 dem- 


orata to house seats compared 
with 77 republicans with many 
contests pending.

HAZELTON, Pa., Nov. 6. 


W)—A n d r e w Kontishion, 
36, died today, the fourth 
victim 
of 
gunfire 
which 


raked a political parade in 
Kelayres last night. Four- 
teen were wounded by the 
crossfire of bullets. 


Kontishlon, who lived in Lofty, 


another Schuylkill county village, 
was caught In the hall of lead 
and about a score of the bullets 
punctured him. 
His brother, John, of Allentown, 
submitted to a blood transfusion 
In a.futile effort to save his life. 


HAZELTON, Ta.. Nov «.—WV- 
The echo of gun fire that swept 
democratic paradere last night 
killing three and wounding 15, 
rang in the ears of Kelayres vo- 
ters as. tens* and fearful of fur- 
ther violence, they voted today. 


The republican leader of the 
little mour-.ain village five railed 
south of here Is held with 
IS 
others as state and federal au- 
thorities start an investigation of 
what Governor Plnchot described 
today as "an unspeakable out- 
rage." 


Cries of "kill them" came from 


the throats of citizens who surged 
about state police as the repub- 
lican leader, Joseph Bruno, and 
members of his family were arres- 
ted. 
Threats of dynamiting the 


Bruno home were muttered. • 


The shooting, described as a 
raking crossfire, occurred as men. 
women and children, under ban- 
ners of the democratic party, pa- 
raded down the main street. 
Burst Meets Paraders. 
The fire was opened as the pa- 
raders reached a point in front 
of the Bruno home. Police were 
told the shots were fired 
from 


the Bruno home and from 
the 
home of Bruno's' nephew, 
Paul, 
across the street. 


Those killed were: Frank Flor- 
llla, 85, of Kelayres; John Golosky, 
28, of McAdoo; and William Forte, 
35, of McAdoo Heights. 
Two of 


the 15 persons who were wound- 
ed are near death. 
One of the 
latter, Andrew Kltishion, 26, of 
Lofty, was struck by a score of 
more of bullets, doctors said. 
The weapons used In the "cold 


bi oded murder," as State demo- 
cratic chairman David L. Law- 
rence called it, were found early 
today, disposing 
of 
the 
belief 


widely expressed by paraders that 
machine guns had been used by 
the killers. 
Lieut. Edward Grit- 


fit: 
in charge of the state police 
investigation, said four shotguns, 
two high powered ••"--., four au- 
tomat' i pistols and two revolvers 
had been found at Joseph Bruno's 
home, and that one '. ' -,h powered 
rifle had been found in his neph- 
ew'i quarters, 
Climaxes Factional Fight. 


To the mining families that 
make up Kelayres' population, the 
shooting w..- the climax to a fac- 
tional political war that has been 
going on for more than a year. 


Red fire lighted the street, and 
banners "flared as the paradera 
swung along, shouting, to each 
as the" marched. Suddenly spurts 
of flame spat from the darkened 
windows, of two homes opposite 
each other. 


What happened was described 


by Charles Drevo, a miner, who 
was walking about fifty feet be- 
hind the leaders: . 
"We had an open air meeting 


and someone suggested a parade 
through town. Headed by a truclc 
loaded with children, we started 
down the street—a happy crowd 
in hi'.day mood. It was just a 
parade of happy people. 
"There wasn't any disorder, noth- 


ing was thrown—w« wer* calling 
back u..d forth to our friendi 
in the line and suddenly as the 
head of the line drew close to the 
hou-j of Joseph B:4no, county 
detective and county republican 
chairman, fire spurted from every 
window, it seemed to me. 


Wo»se Than War. 


"And 
from the opposite side of 
the street where Paul Bruno, his 
nephew lives, shots came, too. I 
thought. 


"Men, 
women, the children wero 
caught In the cross fire—crumpl- 
ed to the ground, as everyone ran. 
"It was worse than war, because 


of the children and the women. 
It was like 
some 
unbelievable 
thing—and It still seems too ghast- 
ly to remember." 


Of the wounded, hospital physi- 


cians said they held little hope for 
Andrew Konlrishlon, and Domtn- 
Ick Perna, 35, of Kelayres. Others 
remaining in the hospital were 
John Saldago, 33. John L.engo, 32, 
and Edward Veschuccl. 
The other injured were Mrs. 
Charles Calomenl, 27, daughter of 
Frank Florllla, one of the slain 
men; 
William Jacoby, 31, Miss 
Jennie McAloose, 22, Miss Irene 
Condor, C2, Salvadore Salvadako, 
Miss Freda DeFrank, 29. 
Mrs. 
Mary Sacco, Maurice Bonsalr and 
Daniel Stiebler, all of Kelayres. 


Surge Toward Homes. 


As Lome of the paraders hur- 


ried their wounded and dying to 
hospitals, another group surged 
toward the home of Joseph Bruno, 
whom the marchers held respon- 
sible for the shooting, treatenlng 
to dynamite his home. 


A semblance of order was main- 


tained by State police and deputy 
seriffs, but the crowds on the 
streets did not leave until Bruno 
and the others were arrested. 


To prevent what th--- feared 


would be a mass attack, the po- 
lice surrounded the Bruno home 
with automobiles 
while 
taking 
Bruno from hio house. 


"Kill him," the 
mob 
yelled, 
"Don't let him be a king." 


Arrested with Bruno and taken 
to Tamaqua for safety's sake were 
his wife and daughters, Elveda, 
39- and Mrs. Antoinnette Billlg, 
of McAdoo; their sons, Fred and 
James, and the latter's wife, Mrs. 
Delia Bruno; Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Bruno; Cella Stracka, and Julia 
Leshko, .of East McAdoo; Alex- 
ander Socker and his daughter 
Eva, and Peter Russo, all of Ke- 
layres. 


Bruno Denies Shots. 


Although Joseph Bruno denied 
any knowledge of shots coming 
from his residence, state police 
said the shots were fired from 
the second floor of his home and 
*." m, the thlrd 
floor 
apartment 
of the home of John Saladago, 
directly across the street, where 
Paul Bruno lives. 


Bruno, a county detective, has 
been leader of the republicans of 
Klein township for years. 


Last November the democrats 
won control of the town by a 
10±v.ot,e margin on the fac- of the 
official returns. 
A court recount 


reversed the decision, and gave 
th» election to the republicans. 


The fight wag taken Into the 
courts, and Is still there, but the 
tempers of the Klein 
township 
partisans were not content with 
dropping it there. 
They carried 
it into the schools a* the fall 
term opened this year. 


Each faction named its own set 


of teachers, and each was deter- 
mined to have their teachers in 
charge of the children. 
Street 
battles ensued, hair was pulled, 
eyes were blackened, and bricks! 
were thrown until state police in- 
tervened. 


By the time m truce was- patch- 
ed up, the building was partly 
wrecked and school opening de- 
layed. 


The federal investigators were

of President Roosevelt. 


The collapse .of the Republican 


party in New York City was in 
sharp contrast to Tammany hall,

back trail from its disastrous de- 
feat of last November

hands of the fusion party In the 
municipal election. 


The striking pluralities of Dem- 


ocratic candidates was due almost 
entirely to the New York City 
vote, only for Governor Lehman 
did up-state New York desert its 
traditional 
Republicanism to hand

In New York City Tammany 


took revenge for Its beating of 
last year by electing Frank J.

RAILROAD HISTORY. 


Railroad 
history 
was 


made when a Union Pacific

DEATH IN HASTE. 


It is haste that causes 


most fatal automobile acci- 
dents. 
This is the conclusion to 


be drawn from an analysis 
of figures collected by sta- 
tisticians of the Travelers' 
Insurance Company. 
The figures related to ac- 


cidents occurring last year 
and were obtained from of- 
ficial sources 
in 
various 
centers.' They dealt partic- 
ularly with ..fatal accidents 
of the kind in which the 
driver was at fault. In 33 
per cent of these cases, the 
driver was found to have 
been exceeding the speed 
limit. The same percentage 
held with respect to the 
driver's trying to take the 
right-of-way when he was 
not entitled to it. In more 
than five per cent of the 
cases, the driver was guilty 
either of passing a standing 
street car, cutting in, pass- 
ing another car on a curve 
or hill or passing on 
the 


wrong side. Cases in which 
the driver went completely 
off the highway amounted 
to more than 18 per cent. 
Nine per cent of the acci- 
dents were charged simply 
to reckless driving. 


The various causes listed 


when lumped together, the 
insurance company statisti- 
cians emphasized, could be 
labeled "heedless, needless 
haste." 


In other 
words, more 


than 90 per cent of the ac- 
cidents studied were caused 
by drivers being "in a 
hurry" — their overeager- 
ness to get to some place 
or to no place in particu- 
lar. 


The lesson is very plain 


—less hurry and less speed. 


It would be very pleas 
ing if 
would 
drivers 
apply 
themselves 
voluntarily 


RECOVERY BOND 


MARKET 


The banks have been say- 


ing justly enough, that they 
supported the government 
to the extent 
of 
buying 


nearly 
two-thirds 
of its 


bond issues. Whether they 
did this from patriotic mo- 
tives, or because it looked 
to them like good bank pol- 
icy, needn't be gone into 
just now. Anyway, they did 
it. Whether they offer 
so 


ready a market for federal 
issues hereafter will depend 
on various -considerations. 
They may prefer to lend 
their funds for private use, 
in- a positive effort to pro- 
mote 
business 
recovery. 


Both, commercial loans and 
long - t e r m financing of 
heavy industries would op- 
erate to this end. And the 
government would not be 
likely to object. 


How would the govern- 


ment, though, get the mon- 
ey it will need, for public 
relief and other extra-bud- 
get purposes, if the banks 
turn to financing private 
rather than public enter- 
prise? 


Well, how did the gov-

ATTEMPT OF NEGROES TO 


VOTE BELIEVED CAUSE 


SERIOUS TROUBLE 


HOLLAND, Mo., Nov. 6. 
>—Two men were shot to 


death, two were critically 
wounded and several ne- 
groes were beaten in elec- 
tion day disorders in this 
vicinity today. 


The disorders supposed- 


ly were prompted by attempt* of 
negroes to vole. Race feeling has 
flared elsewhere in southeast Mis- 
souri in recent weeks. 
Horace Ferrell, 33, a white man, 
and an unidentified negro wera 
elatn and Terrell's father, John 
E. Ferrcil, and Clarence Josey, 
Identified 
as 
well-to-do 
white 
farmers, were critically wounded. 
The Ferrella and Posey were re- 


ported to have been fired upon 
as they .were brlngin- negroes in- 
to town to vote. * 
Posey was taken to a hospital 


at Blthevllle, Ark., and the elder 
Ferrell also was taken to a hos- 
pital. 


Local officers said the Ferrells 
were nearing the Holland school, 
with two negroes in their auto- 
mobile, when a car containing 
several men pulled up and com- 
menced firing. 
Horace 
Ferrell 


slumped over dead, 
hi* 
father 
critically wounded. 


A short time later, a car con- 
taining apparently the same group 
of men accosted Posey near the 
Crescent night' club, just outside 
Holland, and started firing. De- 
tail* of how the negro was killed 
were not learned at once. 
It wa* reported here that the 
gunmen, apparently determined to 
prevent negroes from visiting the 
polls had stopped a car driven by 
a white woman and containing 
several negroes she was taking to 
the polls, and beat the negroes. 
The woman was not molested. 
Today's disorders climaxed a se- 
ries of anti-negro demonstrations 
in southeast Missouri, prompted 
by the slaying several weeks ago 
of Dave 
Martin, 
shell-shocked 
Sikeston world war veteran, whose 
body was found in a field near 
Sikeston. Three negroes were ar- 
rested and allegedly confesesd to 
the slaving. 


Following threats to lynch the 
negroes, they were taken to New 
Madrid, where a mob visited the 
Jail in search for them. The mob

Her case wag made 
additionally grave by the govern- 
ment's recent warning that the 
death penalty Is enforcable for 
spying. 
Richard Roederer, 60, a natural- 
ized American citizen who came 
to Germany from Chicago, has 
been held for more than four 
months in a Bavarian prison. It 
Is reported unofficially that, treas- 
on charges may be filed . against 
him because of material found in 
his notebooks. 
Roederer Is 
a 
school teacher. 
Miss Helen Lyster of New Ro- 
chelle, N. Y., and Q. Griffith John- 
son, Jr., of Washington, reported 
last week secret police had ar- 
rested them for several hours on 
suflpclon of espionage.
